THE  GREAT  TRIAL. 

Tbs  Third  Wbrr— Photograph  Vu— 
The  Cross  Rx amir atior  or  Moclton 
Nrw  York.  J[ar.  1*,  1875. 

At  aboot  three  o’clock  yesterday  after¬ 
noon,  a  murmur  ol  excitement  over  ran  the 
crowded  court  room,  as  the  plaintiff’s  conn 
iei  announced  that,  so  far  as  they  were 
aware,  they  had  now  put  in  all  the  evi 
dence  they  bad  to  offer  by  the  witness  theo 
and  for  four  days  previous  on  ths  stand, 
and  as  Judgs  Porter — not  Mr.  Ersrt»— 
stood  up  >nd  commenced  the 

Cmons-BAAMIHATIOH  OP  MOCLTOR, 
with  the  question  of  Pharaoh  to  Jacob— 
How  old  art  thou  1  But  before  this  ques¬ 
tion,  simple  as  It  was,  could  be  answered, 
Mr.  Everts  had  a  number  sf  further  techni 
cal  episodes  to  Bnish.  Judgs  Porter  re¬ 
peated  tbs  question  and  tbs  struggle  with 
the  strong  witness  began.  Now  s  cross- 
examination  at  least  in  this  instance,  is 
more  a  matter  of  theatrical  effect  than  aay 
thing  else.  There  is  little  or  nothing  in  the 
wsy  ol  evidence  to  be  elicited  Irom  ths 
witness,  but  there  Is  a  good  deal  tbst  is  lm 
presaive  to  be  elicited  from  tbe  examiner’s 
own  eye-brews,  fort- finger,  chest,  voice  and 
other  elements  of  dramatic  expression.— 
For  all  this.  Judge  Porter  at  once  shows 
himself  eminently  gifted  sad  justifies  tbs 
choice  that  baa  Cullen  upon  him. 

Tbe  symmetrical  countenance  that  beams 
aiUmt  suavity  behind  Mr.  Bvarte,  through 
out  tba  preceding  stag  as  of  the  trial,  now 
leathery  pale,  and  gathers  deeper  blackness 
on  iu  brew  than  that  of  the  dense,  oloas 
moustache  an  lie  lip,  standing  out  between 
the  psrehmsMt  shanks  Ukase  tekspteeh  na 
a  drumhead.  Be  o  ntennls  Ike  witness 
witk  sn  expression  of  stem,  omniscient 
jusftos  in  bln  burning  gone  and  majsnterial 
post,  morn  awful  than  Jthadeinamhos.au 
ning  a  t peecli less  caitiff  to  conviction 
and  judgment.  Or  to  non  a  mors  familiar 
similitude,  It  Is  your  old  fashioned  hard 
shall  school  master,  gripping  a  had  boy  by 
tbs  oollsr  witk  one  hand,  and  bis  Mrcb 
with  tbs  otbsr,  wbils  bs  brings  bsme  bis 
guilt  with  two  nr  tbmn  crushing  expoetu 
teles,  preliminary  tn  the  posterior  demon- 
iltntion.  And  as  tbe  searching  significance 
of  Judgs  Porter’s  drssdful  Uses  brings 
tbs  qneatisn  on  tbs  witness  libs  a  thunder 
boll  ef  doom,  on#  gasps  Involuntarily,  and 
wonder^-wtiet  hee  he  donet  Whstlstbis 
blech  villainy,  to  be  drugged  out  of  bid 
own  moutb  1 
To  be  si  re  tbe  question  doesn’t  amount 
to  moch,  and  answered,  probably  amounts 
to  nothing  Bat  tbeo  tbs  manner  of  it  *~ 
uwmsndnne,  end  many  a  geptef  juryman 
aMt  have  shuddered,  in  Me  dev,  at  tbe 
depravity  le  tbe  witness  Alee t seed  by  Judge 
Porter’s  euusoiatioo  sf  a  trivial  question ; 
rad  many  ra  tannosnt  witness  must  bare 


perjui 

nses  by  tbe  indiacribeoie  significance  witli 
which  the  question  was  putt  But  when 
you  see  it  done -there  is  nothing  more  to 
!>e  said,  but  "God  have  mercy  on  his  eool!” 
To  day,  however,  the  high  style  of  inquisi¬ 
tion  appears  le  have  been  judiciously  with¬ 
drawn  from  too  common  am,  and  the  cross 
examination  has  been  continued  all  day  in 
quiet  vein  quite  satisfactory  to  lovers  of 
gossip.  You  have  is  the  toll  report  a  lux 
uribus  repeat  of  details  of  private  affairs  of 
no  possible  coucern  to  anybody  but  their 
owners  end  hence  excessively  delightful  to 
very  bod  y  else. 

Ths  leading  objects  so  far.  have  been 
1.  To  elicit  evidence  of  partiality  to  Til¬ 
ton  against  Beecher,  on  the  part  of  their 
mutual  friend,  in  refusing  the  latter  access 
to  papers  of  his  own.  not  withheld  from 
the  tanner.  2.  To  elicit  evidence  of  the 
long  end  still  austained  intimacy  between 
tbe  witneas  and  Tilton,  and  even  of  obliga¬ 
tions  to  the  latter,  in  contrast  with  the  re¬ 
cent  and  special  occasion  of  tbe  friendship 
for  Beecher  sod  its  presont  diaruptien.  8. 
To  elicit  evidence  of  quarrel  and  of  conse¬ 
quent  animosity  towards  Beecher  on  the 
>srt  oi  the  witness,  and  also  to  get  in  Mr. 
lercheria  forcibly  put  argument  for  his 
right  to  the  papers.  4.  To  elicit  all  th» 
money  transactions  and  accounts  in  detail 
between  tbe  witness  and  Tilton,  and  to 
coi  nect  Tilton’s  indebtedness  to  Moulton 
with  the  letter's  acceptance  fur  him  of  the 
11500  from  Beecher,  so  as  to  show  e  selfish 
motive,  or  benefit  to  Moulton,  in  taking 
tke  money. 

Insignificant  as  these  points  ere  in  their 
bearing  on  the  substantial  credibility  of  such 
testimony  as  Moulton's,  only  tbe  second 
d  third  were  even  partially  sustained, 
end  the  otneis  were  more  then  ever  effect¬ 
ually  destroyed  by  the  cross-examination 
itaeU. 

There  were  e  number  of  minor  objects 
which  I  need  not  enumerate,  as  I  do  not 
pretend  to  report  the  trial.  Borne  m 
points  were  made  in  a  telling  manner, 
perhaps  as  many  and  as  telling  ones  were 
made  boomerang  fashion;  1.  on  tbe  head 
of  the  party  making  them.  Tbe  best  of 
tbe  tormer  was  the  saicasUc  comment  for 
which  counsel  was  reproved  by  Judge  Noil- 
eon, —  “  we  have  your  word  that  you  lied." 
To  say  that  this  is  the  strong  point  of  the 
defewce — that  a  witness  wbo  owns  he  has 
lied  is  not  to  be  believed— is  not,  perhaps 
to  givi  it  much  of  a  show;  bat  I  believe  it 
is  understood  to  be  tbe  fact.  Bo  far,  bow 
ever,  from  appealing  to  tbe  conimon-seose 
of  the  jury,  on  the  question  of  Moulton’ 
credibility  against  the  defendant  aa  affected 
by  bis  confessed  lie  for  the  defendant,  they 
ill  deny  tbe  jurisdiction  of  common-sense, 
and  claim,  as  overriding  it,  sn  imperative 
udicial  rule,  binding  on  the  jury  in  spite 
of  what  they  might  be  ratuially  disposed 
to  think — probably  asking  a  charge  to  that 
effect  from  the  judge,  and  taking  an  ex 
ception  to  be  argued  on  appeal — that  the 
testimony  of  a  witness  in  Moulton’s  pod 
tion  m«sf  be  disregarded  in  tote  The  con¬ 
test  between  the  opposing  advocates  will 
lie,  on  tbe  part  of  the  plaintiff,  to  have 
Moulton's  testimony  weighed  by  common 
le,  and  on  the  other  part,  to  have  it  ex 
clnded  from  consideration,  in  obedience  to 
an  inflexible  legal  principle.  And  here  I 
observe  that  the  testimony  of  the  witness 
i  Moulton),  who  must  be  annihilated  before 
verdict  for  tbe  plaintiff  can  be  honestly 
refused,  has  already  made  a  fearful  imprea 
sien  outside,  on  tbe  ranks  of  Mr.  Beecner’s 
candid  spoligosts.  There  arc  good  and  in 
flueutial  mep  I  ceald  name,  who  bad  never 
given  up  (111  now 

The  fact  is,  Moulton  is  just  about  ss  for¬ 
midable  on  ernes  examination  ss  on  direct 
examination.  They  get  little  out  of  him 
but  bard  hits  when  iesst  expected.  Ano 
ther  occasion  when  Judge  Porter  went  for 
Moulton’s  wool  rad  came  back  shorn,  was 
in  crosa-examinetiosi  on  Tilton's  statement 
to  him,  in  the  beginning  of  tbe  business, 
I  bet  Mr.  Beecher  preached  every  Sunday  to 
a  doxen  of  bis  mistresses.

The  first  man  who  gave  definite  shape  to 
German  superior  education  was  Charle¬ 
magne,  whose  clear  and  comprehensive 
mind  saw  and  understood  the  wants  of 
the  growing  generation,  ilte  two  leading 
thoughts  were  to  extend  higher  educotiyiu 
beyond  ths  clergy,  and  to  educate  suitable 
teach eis.  His  influence  in  this  direction 
was  felt  far  beyond  the  confine*  of  Ins 
empire ;  end  his  work  has  been  tbe  firm 
basis  on  which  the  educational  edifice  ol  a 
thousand  years  has  been  built. 

All  tbe  eokoole  did  not  ride  to  the  dig¬ 
nity  of  these  arte*  Itberalee ;  many  merely 
teaching  reading,  wnbtng,  arithmetic, 
sioging,  and  grammar.  These  were  mere 
ly  parochial  school*,  corresponding  to  the 
modern  elementary  schools.  Wherever  it 
could  be  done,  the  study  of  the  Bcripturee 
was  added ;  sometimes,  also,  the 
classics ;  of  ths  Gieeke,  only  Homer,  hut 
of  the  Romans,  Horace,  Virgil,  Statius. 
Sallust,  Terence,  Cicero,  and  Seneca. 
Greek,  though  not  pursued  extensively, 
nevertheless  formed  a  favorite  study.  Thus 
we  know  that  Charlemagne  appointed 
teacher  of  Greek  in  Salzburg  Ratiabon, 
aa  also  in  several  other  retie*  Tbe  differ 
euce  of  rank  end  occupation  in  life  a* 
marked  by  a  different  degree  ef  education, 
peculiar  to  the  German  nation,  aeon  made 
taelf  felt.  Charlemagne,  like  Allred  the 
Great,  endeavored  te  obliterate  d  iff  eras  oee 
of  rank  in  educational  matters,  but  was 
successful  in  this  as  the  English 
king.  _ £ _ 

It  must  be  considered  ae  aa  inestimable 
blessing  that  education  could  be  pursued 
undiunrbedlf  in  tke  convents ;  for  tke 
princes  who  wars  to  further  and  protect  U 

did  not,  in  many  cases,  possess  the  uteri 
and  teal  of  Charlemagne,  and  many  oft! 
schools  founded  by  him  were  closed  during 
tbe  reign  of  bis  immediate  successor.  But 
the  seed  sown  by  him  and  by  Boniface  (090- 
755)  conld  not  be  suppressed,  end  new 
schools  began  to  arise  in  the  place  of  those 
which  had  become  defunct 

Besides  memory,  the  cultivation  of  whfrch 
they  not  unjustly  called  onesided,  end  the 
value  of  which  they  did  not  fully  appreci¬ 
ate,  they  wished  to  have  the  reasoning 
powers  more  developed.  But  by  going 
too  far  in  this  direction,  the;  destroyed 
fancy  end  the  true  Appreciation  of  the 
beautiful.  By  the  artificial  and  strict  cal¬ 
culation  which  pervaded  their  whole 
method  they  deprived  the  pupil  and  his 
studies  ot  all  natural,  life.  Involuntarily 
they  worked  for  tiff  philanthropists,  as 
they  endeavored  to  make  everything  easy 
by  the  method  and  expected  everything 
from  tbe  latent  enthasissm  of  tke  scholar. 

The  character  of  the  secondary  schools 
was  materially  changed  during  tbe  first 
half  of  the  nineteenth  century,  not  only  by 
the  more  intense  development  of  philology, 
but  also  by  tbs  constant  extension  and 
greater  depth  in  the  treatment  of  all  sci¬ 
ences.  In  former  times,  the  aim  to  be 
reached  and  the  way  to  reach  it  hadf  in 
spite  of  all  differences  ef  methods,  beei 
simple  and  clear.  Ths  Bible  and  the  an 
dent  languages  had  been  the  essential 
conditions,  without  which  no  sdnrtiflc 
teudy,  least  of  ell  the  study  of  theology, 
could  be  carried  on,  rad  from  the  second¬ 
ary  schools  young  men  went  to  thepsni 
vursitiee  to  study  the  sciences.  All  the 
preparatory  studies  seemed  only  to  be  aids 
for  reaching  this  aim. 

The  secondary  schools  of  Prussia  ere  by 
far  tbe  moat  numerous  in  Germany,  and 
form  1a  manf  respects  the  model  end 
standard  for  all  these  schools,  at  least  in 
Northern  Germany.  Each  province  has  its 
provincial  school  authority,  whose  heed  ia 
the  president  ol  tbe  province.  Tbe  duties 
of  this  provincial  school- board  t-rocineud 
eehul  CeUegium)  are,  (1)  to  decide  ell  ques 
tions  referring  to  the  educational  aim  of 
these  schools ;  (2)  te  examine  tbe  atatem ; 
(8)  to  examine  new  rates  and  regulations 
and  revise  existing  ones,  to  regulate  dis¬ 
cipline,  to  make  suitable  proposal*  to  tbe 
mtsistry  for  correcting  abuses ;  (4)  to  ex¬ 
amine  tbe  text-books  aed  to  decide  which 
ere  to  be  used  end  wbieh  sot;  (ft)  to  pre¬ 
pare  new  text-books  and  introduce  them 
after  having  been  sanctioned  by  tbe  minis¬ 
try  ;  (0)  to  appoint  examining  committees 
for  the  final  sxsmieettess  rad  to  examine 
transactions  ef  these  committees  ;  (7) 
to  appoint,  promote,  end  dismiss  teachers. 
Every  three  years  tbe  provincial  school 
boards  report  to  the  ministry,
